My grandfathers collection, as I wrote you, 

are all mounted on boards, except the duplicates and there are 
over 2500 peices, my own collection of only a few hundred are 

all unmounted. The coins are mounted on boards covered with 

a hayd white paper and attached with tacks, but they were care- 
fully done and I havent seen that any of the coins were nicked 

or bruised in the mounting. Should you care to have me sent them 
on to you, should I take them off the boards, or would you rather 
I leave them as they are. The whole collection: weighes over 

an hundred pounds. The majority of the coins are old foreign. 


You must excuse me if I seem rather dumb in this matter, 
but I have collected coins for almost fourty years for thee sport 
of the thing and very seldom bought peices, therefore, I am 
entirely at sea when it comes to selling and feel very much as 
if I were out stealing chickens.

Any uncirculated coin or piece in very 
fine condition should be wrapped in a small piece of 
tissue paper. The worn coins etc. can be put into 
rolls according to size or tightly put into boxes as 
you suggest. As for the duplicate half cents etc. if 
you want us to sell them here privately or at auction, 
include them. If you do not want the coins sold there 
is no need of sending them on. As you presumably would 
send the whole lot by express it would probably cost no 
more to send all of them than a few. You might as well 
send those with holes. ‘The Pine Tree shilling would 
bring somthing but not much. As for the tokens these 
should be sent on because you do not know what might be 
valuable and what not. If ingood condition the one cent 
stamp in a frame should bring from seventy-five cents to 
one dollar.
